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INTRODUCTION 

The  present  study  was  designed  to  investigate  radio  listening  habits 
behind  the  Iron  Curtain  in  order  to  furnish  data  for  the  guidance  of 
RIAS  programs  and  policy. 

The  Research  Staff  used  the  opportunity  of  the  Berlin  "Green  V.'eek" 
exhibition  to  sample  East  Zone  visitors  v;hich  vvere  attracted  to  the  Fair 
in  considerable  numbers. 

y^hile  on  previous  occasions  the  study  design  focused  primarily  on 
size  of  audience  and  reception  conditions,  the  purpose  of  the  present 
survey  was  to  gather  as  much  information  as  possible  about  program  re- 
actions.  Any  queries  about  reception  conditions  'were  necessarily  pre- 
cluded from  this  investigation  since  the  interview  situation  at  the  Fair 
grounds  only  allowed  a  short  questionnaire. 

The  questionnaire  of  this  study,  designed  in  close  cooperation  with 
the  RIAS  program  directors,  made  an  optimum  of  information  available  by 
using  a  split-ballot  technique;  i.e.  using  two  identical  samples  of 
500  cases,  each  v.ith  about  half  of  the  questions  reported  upon  in  this 
study,  in  order  to  prevent  any  leng-:;hening  of  the  interview  beyond  the 
limits  of  the  particular  interview  situation^ 

Instead  of  the  usual  probability  sampling,  a  quota  sample  was 
utilized  to  secure  a  sample  as  closely  representative  of  East  Zone  resi- 
dents as  conditions  permittedr   Therefore,  two  major  controls  (s'ex  and 
geographical  distribution)  were  exercised  in  order  to  achieve  the  proper 
proportion  in  the  sample  as  actually  exist  within  the  East  Zone  population- 
The  reader  should  be  reminded,  however,  that  the  sample  had  to  face  two 
considerable  shortcomings   (a)  the  absence  of  sufficient  up-to-date 
statistics  concerning  the  population  itself  and   (b)  the  assumed  bias 
inherent  in  the  usage  of  those  East  Germans  who  came  to  the  rfest  and 
allo'.ved  themselves  to  be  interviewed. 

Interviewing  was  conducted  from  February  2nd  to  February  10th,  1957 
under  German  auspices  by  DIVO  -  Markt-,  Meinungs-,  und  Sozial f crschungs 
G-m.b.H.,  Frankfurt/lJain,  a  German  survey  organization  working  under 
contract  with  the  Research  Staff.-

.;hile  the  findings  indicate  a  drop  in  size  of  RIAS  audience, 
RIAS  is  still  onu  of  the  favorite  stations  in  the  Hast  Zone. 

RIAS's  prograus  are  rated  very  highly  and  judging  by  thi  results 
of  this  study,  it  can  be  clearly  stated  that  RIAS  has  particularly 
gained  the  confidence  of  its  East  Zone  audience  for  its  news  services, 


One  of  the  nost  significant  findings  of  tliis   report  is  the  fact 
that  news  programs  and  comnentaries  are  the  cost  knov;n  and  listened 
to  of  all  RI/iS  prograus,   Tfnen  radio  listeners  indicated  th_ir  favorite 
station  for  each  progran  type,  RIAS  emerges  as  a  clear  favorite  for 
its  nev/s  and  coinnentary  programs.   Th^  conclusion  that  RIAS  fulfills 
its  task  of  supplying  objective  infornation  is  further  substantiated 
by  the  findings  that   (a)  RIAS  is  chosen  over  all  other  stat_ions_as 
the  most  reliable  source  of  infoi-nation  and   (b)  was  the  aost  relied 

t??2  "arrS^Hungarian  crises. 


Concerning  individual  RIAS  programs,  "Gucnter  I^eunann  and  his 
Islanders"  is  nentioned  nost  often  as  the  best  liked  progran. 

The  amount  of  politics  handled  as  a  program  theme  finds  majority 
support  from  the  RIAS  audience.   Considerable  proportions  of  the  East 
Zone  RIAS  audience,  however,  seem  dissatisfied  v.-ith  the  attention  de- 
voted to  heavy  music  broadcasts  and  jazz  (too  much),  while  light 
music  is  felt  to  be  "too  little"  covered  in  the  RIAS  program. 

East  Zone  stations  appear  to  be  preferred  when  radio  list'i-ners 
seek  musical  programs  -  particularly  in  respect  to  "light"  and 
"heavy"  music.   Listeners  even  turn  as  much  to  the  East  Zone  stations 
as  to  RL'^S  for  jazz. 

7/hen  a^^-.cd  for  their  overall  judgment  of  RIAS,  the  reliability 
and  objectivity  of  the  programs  was  the  major  rejoinder  of  RLlS's 
listeners.

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I.   Trends  in  Radio  Listening 

ALMOST  EVERYOlffi  SEEMS  TO  3E  h   RADIO   LISTSUER 

Throughout  the  last  three  years  almost  all  of  the  East  Zone  visitors 
to  the  Berlin  Fairs  identified  themselves  as  radio  listeners.   It  is 
likely,  however,  that  the  percentage  is  somewhat  inflated  since  those 
people  who  have  gone  to  the  trouble  of  traveling  to  West  Berlin  for  the 
exhibition  indicate  greater  activity  and  alertness  than  might  be  found 
among  the  average  East  Zone  population.

The  number  of  people  listening  to  RIAS  has  decreased  since  September 
1956  (dropped  from  57%  to  44%).   The  relative  standing  of  RIAS  versus  the 
other  single  stations  has  also  changed-   ./hereas  formerly  RIAS  had  un- 
disputed possession  of  first  place,  it  has  now  been  tied  by  SFB  and  NDR. 
The  latter  station  increased  considerably  since  last  fall,  while  the 
category  'East  Zone  stations'  remained  very  stable  with  about  80  per  cent 
after  a  sharp  rise  from  1955  to  1956-   However,  since  this  category  con- 
prises  a  number  of  stations,  it  was  excluded  from  the  comparison  of  single 
stations  - 

The  reader  should,  ho*vever,  be  reminded  that  the  trend  findings  are 
somewhat  limited  by  the  fact  that  the  samples  are  not  completely  identical 
in  their  composition  since  the  theme  of  the  'Green  Week'  attracted  large 
segments  of  the  rural  population,  i,e,  a  higher  proportion  of  farmers, 
than  usually  exist  in  the  sample  of  East  Zone  visitors  to  the  Trade  Fairs.*

It  is  also  unliktly  that  bad  reception  conditions  might  have 
caused  the  drop  in  RIAS  listening  since  jamming  usually  occurs  in 
bigger  cities  and  RloS  listening  in  rural  areas  was  always  higher 
than  elsewhere.

In  studying  the  different  population  groups,  it  is  revealed  that 
the  drop  in  Rl^iS  listening  is  greatest  among  those  .vith  less  education, 
respondents  under  44  years  of  age  and  among  people  living  in  the  smaller 
communities  (up  to  1,999  inhabitants).   Brandenburg  has  the  largest  loss 
although  still  having  more  of  its  inhabitants  Listening  to  RIAS  than  is 
the  case  in  any  other  Land.

About  nine  out  of  10  (89^^)  have  heard  the  '18:30  Ifews,  Evening 
Commentary  from  the  Zone  for  the  Zone'  and  half  of  the  RI.i3  audience 
names  it  as  the  program  to  which  they  listen  most  often.   Closely 
following  in  program  awareness  and  popularity  is  'Gxxenter  Ileunann  and 
his  Islanders*   (865^  know  the  program  and  35^  say  they  heard  it  fre- 
quently),  'Information  about  the  Russian  Zone'  (06:00)  and  the 
'Farm  Program'  (12: 20)  occupy  third  and  fourth  place. 

The  program  'Hits  of  the  Ueek'  seems  to  be  also  pretty  popular 
since  70  per  cent  know  it  and  almost  a  fifth  listen  to  it  'most 
often'.

Some  detailed  ir.formation  about  the  sports  programs  v/as  also 
deemed  necessary  for  RIAS  program  planning.   The  respondents  were 
called  upon  to  judge  in  which  way  they  like  to  have  sports  programs 
presented.   Preferences  seem  to  be  rather  divided:  22  per  cent  like  the 
transmission  of  entire  matches,  18  per  cent  like  many  various  on-the- 
spot  reports  and  14  per  cent  prefer  brief  accounts  of  the  results,   A 
large  number  of  'Ho  opinion'  (4650)  indicate  clearly  that  the  interest 
in  the  subject  as  such  is  not  particularly  great  among  all  RIAS 
listeners.

The  approach  in  this  part  of  the  study  focuses  on  preference 
for  available  radio  stations  in  regard  to  various  profexam  types. 

The  findin-?,s  reported  upon  in  this  section  are  based  on  all 
radio  listeners  among  the  East  Zone  visitors  to  the  Berlin  'Green 
ffeek'  . 

RIAS  MOST  PHEFERRED  STATION  FOR  NEWS,  CCi.TivIENTARIES  AND  REPORTS  ... 

Since  the  catei^ory  'other  iVestern  stations'  comprises  more  than 
one  radio  station,  RIAS  is  most  frequently  chosen  as  the  preferred 
station  for  news,  commentaries  and  reports.   More  than  one-third  (55?^) 
of  all  radio  listeners  in  the  East  Zone  tune  in  RliiS  for  this  program 
type,  while  another  }4   per  cent  is  distributed  over  several  other 
Western  stations.   On  the  other  hand,  I9  per  cent  turn  to  SFB  and  only 
Q  per  cent  hear  East  Zone  stations  for  this  purpose   For  radio  plays 
such  as  'It  happened  in  Berlin'  RIAS  is  also  the  most  liked  station. 

.-.s  concerns  musical  programs,  the  East  Zone  stations  appear  to 
be  preferred.   These  stations  seem  to  satisfy  the  East  Zone  radio 
audience  particularly  in  respect  to  'light'  and  'heavy'  music.   'Jazz' 
programs  from  the  East  also  are  apparently  rather  appealing  since 
♦East  Zone  stations'  received  as  many  votes  as  either  RI^S  or  'other 
rtfestern  stations.'

Radio  as  a  r.a.ss  medium  has  to  satisfy  the  population  in  tuo 
res.jccts   (a)  the  people's  need  for  enter tainacnt  and   (b)  their  need 
for  information.   Especially  in  the  East  Zone  of  Gcrnany  ./here  propa- 
ganda and  indoctrination  dictate  nov/spaper  as  well  as  radio  coverage, 
this  basic  need  for  infomation  in  the  forn  of  objective  ne-.:s  and  un- 
biased rc.-orting  is  particularly  great.   RI^.S  has  taken  upon  itself  the 
important  task  of  satisfying  this  need  for  the  East  Zone  population.

a  very  favorable  indication  that  RI.:.S  cucceGafully  fulfills  the  task 
of  supplying  objective  infornation. 

The  follc/ing  direct  inquiry  substantiates  this  conclusion  even 
norc:   Tr'h„n  respoudonts  ■,;^r^  ..shed  -..hich  of  the  stations  available 
in  the  East  Zone  is  bcst  suited  to  s^rv..  as  a  source  of  infornation  to 
th-  people-  aluost  4  out  of  10  {3T/'-)    of  the  total  radio  audience  named 
RIA3.

in  the  best  position  to  judgG  because  they  usually  listen  to  RILS,  SFE, 
sone  Vi''ostGrn  station  and  sone  East  Zon^-  station  as  v.-ell,  the  picture 
bocones  even  r.iore  favorable  for  RIAS.   A  clear  aajority  of  this  group 
(55/0  prefer  RLIS.   The  figures  for  the  other  stations  undergo  h^.rdly 
any  change .
